The son of a oommoii worUng- 
nian, latrr a miner and a mamber of 
various trades unions for forty- 
three yaara, now a mambor of Wll- 
Bon'a Cabinet, a foremoat aUtaaman 
of tha land, la the raoord of Hon. 
WllUam B. Wllaon, a graduate of the 
achool of tradp unionism. Indeed It 
was not his fainily cDiinrrl Ions, or 
ducatlon, nor liiH wealth and grad- 
ual rise In ('■ovcrnment employ that 
made a statesman out of the trade 
unionist, but merely tha exparlance 
gained in the weakly and montkly 
maetinga of hla union, at tka annual 
eonrentlons of hla trade, and later 
hig nttendanre at the many conven- 
tions of the AniiTiran Federation of 
Labor. It was there in tlie labor 
movement, and later In ConRreas, 
that he voiced the hopes and views 
and gare axpreaalon to tka wrongs 
inflicted upon labor, and worked 
and aeoompliahad much for labor 
and tor the people generally. It la 
of much Interest 'o trade unlonista, 
and particularly to all workingimen, 
that his address to the delegates of 
the American Federation of t.abor at 
Philadelphia In studied by all. Secre- 
tary Wilson said In part: 

"We have taken the ground, and 
we think luatly./tkat eavtoyM ud 
employee kare a nntoal tateraet ta 
securing the largeat possible produc- 
tion with a given amount of labor; 
the larger the amount that Is pro- 
duced, the larger the amount that is 
available for distribution; tliat ihelr 
Interests only dlverine when it ronies 
to a determination of the share that 
ahould go to each and tke methods 
under which the material Should be 
produced. As their Interests only 
diverge at those polnta. It Is tke 
proper thing for employers and em- 
ployes alike to sit down around the 
council table and work out the 
problems they ha -e to deal with on 
as nearly as correct mathematical 
basis as poasible. Working from 
that theory of the mutual Intereats 
tkat eacb kaa In prodaatkn, wa 
kava proceeded to the eonstderattoa 
of tkese problems. And again, we 
fcave keen critj^lzed as being par- 
tisans, upon the theory that the De- 
partment of I,abor in acting as a 
mediator performs judicial func- 
tions, and there Is no mora reason 
that the Department of Labor ahould 
be debarred from haadliag trade 
dlaputes upon a diplomatic baala be- 
eause It is interested tn the welfare 
of the workers than that the Depart- 
ment of State should be delnirred 
from handling International dis- 
putes because of the fact that it Is 
a part of the Federal QOTSWWt of 
the United States. 

"What we need In kaaWaf trade 
diaputea, and what we baTe at- 
tempted to select in kandUng trade 
disputes, is men who kave eiperlence 
and who are level-headed and un- 
derstand the technicalities of the sub- 
ject matter they are to deal with. 
You can not take a man who has 
had no experience, you can not take 
u man who knowa nothing about a 
trade, no matter how big ha ia, and 
inject him Into the negotiations for 
tke aettlemeat ot a trade dUpute 
and eipect to get beneficial results 
from hla Injection Into It. You 
must take men who have had prac- 
tical experlen<(' And so we have 
gone on with this line of work, and 
as I have said. In nearly every in- 
stance we have been aueeeaatul. And 
thoae Instaaoas wkera wa have been 
unsuocaasful kava been priaeipallr 
4ve to that clasa ot aatployers, es- 
tremists, a class beeoming smaller 
and smaller as the years go by, who 
look upon ihi ir enii)li>yes us simply 
a part of the nia<hlnery of their es- 
tablishmeutB, to be treated in ex- 
actly the same way aa they would 
treat other aaaeklaaa. wltk- tkls dif- 
ference, that the iaaaimaU aaeklae 
la tkeir shop is so constructed aad 
so staadardiaed that they can eaV 
eulate with almost mathematical ac- 
curacy wliiit t)io working strain and 
what the bruaklng strain of the ma- 
chine Is; and they know If they 
crowd the machine up to the break- 
ing strain, and It doea break. It will 
cost them aotuethini to replace the 
maekiae. Not ao much wttk tke 
human kelag tkat is empleyad by 
them, and tkat thay look upon as a 
machine. He la not atandardlaed, 
tie la not uniform In hla physical and 
inuntal equipment; ther» has been 
no method determined by which you 
ran calculate the breaking strain or 
tha working strain of a hamaa ke- 
taf. Srea tke worker kiawsif doea 
mt know wkat kis owa kreaklng 
■Iraia is, aad if yon erowd tfeat ku- 
maa aiaehlae up to tka Wwklas 
strain, and It does break, then it 
costa the employer nothing to re- 
place it. We hava bald throughout 
that tha human belaf ia aa entirely 
different thing from tte aaachlne, 
aad «honM be treated eatlrely dif- 
ferent from tke nuaaer in which you 
treat the machine. The human be-

Dr. Waahlngton Oladden. the 
noted PTotaatiBt ekarakmaa ot 
colambas, OfelOt la kis Saadajr ear- 
mon In the Congregational ohnreh, 
replying to several qvastloas, said in 
part: 

But aome of yon aro aaking a 

queatlon that we Often hear: "Can 
a Roman Catholic be loyal to his 
rniintry?" It is a little like asking 
( an there be a sky over our heads, 
and larili under our feet?" Ixiok 
aliDui >(ju: Vou know a good many 
Roman C atholics. Are they not, as 
a rule, patriotic people? Do they 
not, as a rule, obey the laws like 
other people, and pay their taxaa as 
promptly as Protestants? Are tkey 
not ready, when their country calls, 
to give their lives in her defenset 
How many of them left their bones 
on Southern battlefields? Can a 
Catholic be a loyal American? Did 
yon ever hear ot William T. Sher- 
man or Philip H. Sheridan? Ob, it 
Is shameful to utter ench a aus- 
ptclon. Tou can of course, by put- 
ting your own construction on the 
Catholic doctrine, make It clear to 
yourself that a Catholic can not be 
loyal, but the simple question Is how 
does the Catholic understand It? 
Kvery intelligent Catholic declares 
that his religion resulrea him to be 
lo]«l to his country; and Catholics 
by the 10,000 have ssaled that doc- 
trine wltk tkeir blood. 

But tkere are a good many Prot- 
estants who, though they may not 
eonsciouBly adopt the policy of dis- 
franchising Catholics, are dlspc^ied 
to do all they can do discredit them. 
Their minds are full of su8picR)n, 
they are ijuick to credit any evil tale 
that can be told aiMUt CathoUca aad 
not alow to glre It eurreney. It Is 
alckenlng to note the eagerness with 
which such stories are welcomed and 
retailed. I am speaking now ot 
Protestants and 1 aro saying these 
things because I am a Protestant, 
and because Protewtantlsm Is dis- 
honored and defiled by such methods 
of controversx. In the name of all 
that Is aaerea and honorable In the 
religion of my fatkers I protest 
against theao eampalgas of calumny. 
To make answer, aa many do, tkat 
the CathoUca are equally abuaive 
and libelous Is to descend Into the 
gutter. If that were true, would it 
be any justification? It is a pretty 
cheap sample of a man who does not 
bate such methods, whoever resortt^ 
to them; but It ia when they are 
preached la aid of a eaase that is 
dear to ms that thay beco m e to me 
doubly exsorakle aad latamons; 
then it is tkst wltk all my seal I 
abhor them. 

So we come back to our question 
and repeal tlie coafeeslon of our 
faith tliai n liKlous people can bi- 
friends and must be friaada. Prot- 
estanta aad CatkoUea llrlag together 
on this broad continent, walking to- 
gether in flelda and minea and shops 
and stores and offlcea and factories, 
partners in industrial and civil life, 
have Kot to be friends. What other 
altitude will they take toward e-ach 
other but that uf friendshii)? Shall 
they bold each other aloof, put eacb 
other under suapleion, treat each 
other aa though neither truated the 
other's slassHtyt That irtU agrer 
do. Ton eaa aot balld a OamMn- 
wealth on any anoh fonadatloa as 
that. 

Oh, Christian men, what am I aay- 
lug? To whom am I speaking? I 
am speaking to men and women who 
believe la Ood the Father; who are 
kaowa aa tke dlselplae of Jeeus 
Christ IM me cover my face for 
shame! I am ataadlag hare. i|ine- 
teen centuries after tha aPflals saag 
peace and good will eeartia plaUe 
of Bethlehem, and trying to prove 
to men who bear the name of Jesus 
that they can be and ought to be 
(rienda.

A. sheet, which 
has been published at Wllkesboro, 
North Carolina, and which only re- 
cently canvassed its subscribers in 
Louisville for tbd purpose of moving 
its plant (whlohf aooording to tbe 
appeal does not feem to be much of 
a plaat) to this City for publication.

In wanting to move hla plant, and 
also pleading for what he terms "Ufa 
subscribers," this amooth-tongued 
ilsturber acknowledges the hand- 
is iiiini-- Kii the wall, that the end of 
the .\. 1*. \. movement and perfscu- 
tiuu is In sight. The fullowing isllls 
appeal air printed In tbe Peril:

I 
have been hiring my type act and 
printing done In Winston-Salem, N. 
C, eighty-five uillea from Wllkes- 
boro, and by the time I paid my 
printing blU, freight bill, and my 
own eipaaaaa tm astef to Wlaston- 
Salem to road tha proof aad help 
make up the print forma, the ex- 
penses of getting out the paper and 
sending It out ate up my receipts 
from Bubscrlpltoiis. 

"For the sake of ilii' causu tbe 
paper represents, and because of the 
hard work that I have put on the 
publlcatloa to make it a power 
against the Boaiaa political machlns, 
I appeal to every sabaeruar aad 
friend of the Peril to read nay plaa 
to raise a fund immediately to buy 
a linotype machine and priatlag 
press, so that I can print thO paper 
regularly and send It aat, aad (0 
help me raise the fund.

Attar twloa dsoMalag tka miter m 
two ot tka iMst Important ansa in 

the country, once aa coadjutor to 
Archbishop Whitfield, ot Baltlmbre, 
and again aa coadlutor to Bishop 
Duboia, of New Tork, the Rev. John 
Mary Joseph Chanche, 9S., President 
of St. Mary's ColleKe, Baltimore, 
finally accepted the Uull "Unlversi 
DominiiM Oregls,' of Gregory XVI., 
dated December 15, 1840, appoint- 
ing him as tbe first Bishop ot 
Natchez, Mlsa. From a worldly 
viewpoint It was one of the most 
desolate and nnprotnlsing tlslds, 
comprising the entire State of 
Mississippi, but with sacred tradi- 
tions of missionary effort on the 
part of Jesuit and Capuchin going 
back many years. The adveuturous 
l)e Soto was there in 1540; then 
camo La Salle in 1682, claiming the 
country for France; next D'lbervllle 
attempted colontaatioa and kis 
lieutenant, Fontl, built Fort 
Rosalie not tar from Natchez. In 
1727 the Jesuits and Capuchins 
labored among the Indians and 
French and the Jesuit Father Du 
Polsson lin t a martyr's death la tke 
Indian massacre ot 1729. 

While the region waa in the 
posseaalon ot Spain tke Oovemment 
In 1787 sent four Iriak priests to 
minister to such KnglUh and Ameri- 
cans .as might be attracted as set- 
tlers. They were Fathera Con- 
stant ine McKenna, William Savage, 
Michael Lamport and c.regory 
While. A tract ot land, now within 
the lionlts of the city, was purchased 
and dedicated to the purposes ot re- 
liglen. hat this jras ce ati s c a t ed by 
tha Ohlla* ■Mtaa m -triitgr'l— ii 
aion of the country in 1797, on the 
ground that the title vested in the 
Spanish Government and was prop- 
erly included In the Louisiana pur- 
chase. When the Irish priests with- 
drew the Catholics were ministered 
to by occaalonal missionaries. Includ- 
ing 'Father Anthony Blanc, altar- 
ward the (first Archbishop ot New 
Orleans, and Father John Tlmon, C. 
M., afterward first Bishop of Buf- 
falo, and the only priest there at the 
time of the unheralded arrival, alone 
and at night, of Bishop Chanche was 
Father Brogard. 

The Bishop was a magnificent 
specimen of manhood, in the prime 
of life at forty-alz. tall and com- 
manding in figure, handsome of 
f«ce and Ibland and gentle of man- 
ner. He was a deacendant of wealthy 
refugees from the negro outbreak In 
Santo Domingo and was born in 
Baltimore, October 4, iTltr.. Having 
been educated by the Sulpiciuns he 
became one of them and was or- 
dained June 6, 1819, taking up his 
duties aa protaasor la St. Mary's 
and succeeding the Rav. Samuel 
Bccleston as President In 1834 on 
the letter's appointment to the see ot 
Baltimore. One of the imost accom- 
plished preachers of his time, he was 
In much demand for sermons before 
and after his consecration. He was 
master of ceremonies at the first 
couaell ot Baltimore aad the o l ogi a n 
at tke foartk. 

His consecration took place in tha 
Baltimore Cathedral, March 14, 
1841. the Most Rev. Archbishop 
Ki'cleston officiating, assisted by 
Klshops Kenwick, of Boston, and 
Hughes, ot New York. He aurted 
fur his seo on April 27 and ha ar- 
rived unaccompaaled at Natskes, 
May 10, by boat from New Orleans. 
He landed at aight aad had aeither 
raceptiea aor ovatioa, the oaly one 
to welcome him being a negro who 
ahouldered hia single piece ot bag- 
gage and preceded the Bishop tn tbe 
hotel where he put up 'or the night. 

But he lost no time In letting his 
people know that he was on head, 
for tks very morning after kis eom- 
ing, whleh was lAaseaslea Tharsday, 
he ottsied tka Mvlaa ■aerifies la 
ICeehaales' Hall, preached aad oa- 
plalaed aome of his plaaa. Be aald 
he eatne to them to organise tha 
diocese and he began practically 
without church, priest or school or 
funds to provide thaai. His people 
made a ready aad gaaarons response 
and the trustees eoaveyed to him a 
splendid property at Mata and Dalon 
streets for a Cathedral. With aVery 
assurance that be would tiad united 
support he started North to aeek ad- 
ditional help and among other gifts 
received the sum ot $8,600 from 
Bishop Blanc, a fund that had been 
provided by the Association for the 
PropagaMaa at the FaMh. «e re- 
turned awr mask aasoaraged.
